MOSCOW, May 14 — In one of the most gigantic of­ 
fensives of the Russo-German war, 
Soviet troops today 
smashed the first Nazi lines of defense at Kharkov and 
made immediate preparations to attack the secondary line 
as well as the captured key city of the Ukraine itself. 
Under a canopy of swarms of Stormovik dive-bombers, 
Russian tanks breached the first formidable line of pill­ 
boxes, mine-fields and tank obstacles. 
Infantry troops then surged 
into 
action to 
surround 
these defenses while the heavy tanks rumbled onward into 
the city’s outskirts, driving the Nazis to the rear. 
An official Soviet broadcast said the battleground was 
“littered with German dead.” 
Front-line dispatches reaching Moscow said that the 
suddenness and 
ferocity 
of 
Timoshenko's onslaught 
caused panic in the Nazi ranks. 
The Germans suffered great losses in the extremely 
rapid advance operations and retired in disorder, leaving 
huge quantities of war material, including mobile artillery 
and ammunition, behind them. 
Reinforcements were brought up speedily by the Ger­ 
mans in a desperate attempt to halt the advance but all 
counter-attacks were unsuccessful.

1. Stam p Number one will not 
be good after Saturday, May 16. 
Until th at time It is good for one 
pound of sugar when presented to 
the grocer along w ith the retail 
price. 
The stam ps are not the 
ss me sj» money but are only per­ 
m its 
to 
purchase 
a 
certain 
amount. 
2. Stam p Number two (th at is 
the little perforated square at the 
bottom of the sheet) is good for 
one pound of sugar betw-een May 
17 and May 30. 
Stam p Number 
three is good for a pound between 
May 31 and June 13 and stam p 
number four between June 14 and 
June 27. 
3. If the stam ps are not used 
in these periods they cannot be 
used. 
In other w’orda the stam ps 
cannot be saved to use all at once 
at a future date. 
They must be 
used in the dates designated or 
a t t at all. 
4. If you have a surplus of I 
sugar use it a t the rate of one- 
half pound per person per week. 
T hat is, if a family of two has an 
excess of ten pounds, it will not 
be granted a perm it to buy more 
for ten weeks.

ing termi and bluntly rebuked 
MeKellar for sponsoring it. 
That’s the kind of a statesman 
McNary is and that is why Re­ 
publicans and Democrats in the 
Capital are rooting for him so sin­ 
cerely.

RUSSIAN SUPPLY LINES 
Latest news from diplomatic 
sources 
indicate* 
Germany 
is 
eager to pinch off the supply lines 
to Russia, both in the north and 
in the south. 
At present, the principal port 
of entry for supplies from the 
United 
States and 
England is 
Murmansk, on the Arctic ocean. 
Archangel 
still 
is 
ice-blocked. 
From base* In northern Norway, 
the Germans are attacking Mur­ 
mansk relentlessly and continu­ 
ously. 
Allied losses have been 
heavier than generally realized. 
The quantity of material mov­ 
ing in from the south, by the Per­ 
sian gulf and Caspian sea is small 
—principally planes which are a*- 
sembjed on shore and flown into 
Russia. 
The German plan for an attack 
on Syria includes a drive to cut 
this line of supply, so that the 
Russians would lose contact both 
by the north and the south. 
This would make the Rusaiann 
suffer severely, since they now 
have the major cities in their 
hands, with the responsibility of 
feeding the people, yet the major 
agricultural areas (such as the 
Ukraine) are in German hands. 
Thus it is vital for the Allies 
to protect Murman*k—not only 
the port itself, but the railroad 
leading south from there, which 
is under constant bombardment, 
with consequent interruption of 
service. 
This is one factor which leads 
dopesters to believe the British 
will open a second front in Nor­ 
way, for the double purpose of 
driving the Germans out of the 
strategic northern ba*es, also of 


providing a means of atta c k in g 
German territory. In anticipation 
of this possibility, the Germans C H E S T

DIET AND HEALTH 


Demand for Pharmacists 
And Dentists for Army 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
JU ST AS the present emer­ 
gency is putting a tax upon the 
supply of doctors and nurses, so is 
there naturally a tremendous de­ 
mand for dentists and pharm a­ 
cists. 
Dr. H arry B. Pinney, Secretary 
of the American Dental Associa­ 
tion has said: “Last year's gradu-

ating class from the nation’s 39 
dental schools was 1,668 — the 
smallest with three exceptions in 
45 years. Even to m aintain the 
existing peacetime ratio of one 
dentist to every 1,830 persons in 
the United States, we should have 
at least 700 more graduates. Of 
course, this is much less than the 
number which will he required 
when we include the Army de­ 
mands.” 


Dentistry as a Career 


For some time I have urged 
young men who are thinking of a 
career to go into dentistry. In 
fart, I believe that in the future 
there is no better equipment for a 
young man to have than to learn 
some sort of trade which involves 
the training of his hands. W eare, 
I am sure, moving into a period 
in the history of the world when 
caste will break down and he will 
be lucky who has trained to be a 
plumber, carpenter or electrician 
and he will probably be the one to 
save his family from going to the 
poor house. 
The Army, I am interested to 
note, is furnishing an intensive 
course in order to train pharm a­ 
cists. 
These courses are to be 
given at six General Army Hos­ 
pitals and last for a period of 99 
days or 12 weeks. Previous civilian 
occupations are not very impor­ 
tan t factors in determining who 
shall be assigned to take the phar­ 
macy technician course. Conse­ 
quently, Army men having all 
types of experience now are tak­ 
ing these courses. 


The pharmacy course seems to 
me to be quite complete in spite of 
the short time required to take it. 
It consists in a course in Phar­ 
macy Mathematics which reviews 
the fundamentals of arithmetic, 
the metric and apothecary systems 
of weights and measures, a study 
of percentages and percentage so­ 
lutions, calculation of dosage and 
so forth. 


Course Includes Chemistry 
An equal period of time is given 
to chemistry. Another part of the 
course is given to General Phar­ 
macy with a study of the com­ 
pounding of 
preparations and 
also a study of prescriptions. 
Another subject is Materia Med- 
ica, or the action of drugs and 
other preparations. 
Finally there is a course in 
Pharm acy Administration, which 
includes the filling and filing of 
prescriptions, conduct in the phar­ 
macy and so forth. 
Some 
pharmacists 
have 
ex­ 
pressed a fear that after the war 
is over the people taking these 
courses will infringe upon their 
professional prerogatives, but I 
cannot feel that this is a very 
pressing danger. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. B.: — Is hydrochloric acid, 
taken for some time, harm ful to a 
person?
